Macon, Ga., July 30.—{Special.|—The gran4 
lodge of the Independent Order of Good Templars 
in Georgia began the business of the third day’s 
session at 9 o’clock this morning. The retiring 
G. W.C. T, Rev. P. A. Jesup, made a few appro- 
priate remarks and then delivered the regalia and 
gavel to bis successor, the Hon. J. H. Polhill. On 
assuming the duties of the office, Mr. Polbill de- 
livered a forcible address, pertinent to the im-

The committee towhich was referred the matter 
of fixing the amount for the prize to be offered for 
essays on temperance suggested twenty five dol- 
Jarre.

R, Pringle, whoarrived in the city on the morn: 
ing train from Atlanta, entered the hall, The 
delegates received him with tumultuous applause. 
Mrs. McAlister and Mrs. Hill were appointed a 
committee to escort him to the stage. Mr. Pringle 
made a short speech acknowledging the honor 
that bad been done him. 

Ant open session was then held. 

After the doors were thrown open, G. W. C, T. 
Polbill called Mr. Pringle to the front of the stage 
and in words well chosen and earnest, presen 
to him a handsome go)d headed cane, which had 
been purchased by the Good Templars. The

The head of the cane bore the following inscrip- 
tion: “1685. Presented to Hon. C. R. Pringle by 
the Good Templars of Georgia in appreciation of 
his noble efforts to secure temperance local op- 
tion forthe state.

& power in the land, and must be shown that their 
interests lie with the temperance people. Tne 
negroes of Macon pay three hundred and fifty 
dollars per month in fines to the City, caus- 
ed by liquor, Negro draymen ~ waste 
twenty-five dullars per day in buying whisky 
The negro cannot be elevated until he lets whisky 
alone. He urged the f } y 

ged the formation of Good Templar 
Jodges among the negroes, and suggested the ne- 
cessity of getting the negro preachers interested 
He had been told by a whisky man that any ne- 
B10 preacher could be bought for one hundred 
ollars. He did not believe it, but believed that 
a eee come to the help of the temperanee 
people. 

While Dr. Warren was speaking some colorea 
ren in the gallery frequently interrupted him 
with remarks of approval, 

Rey. G. C. Clarke gave tome interesting infor- 
mation concerning the influence of a lodge of col- 
ored Good Templars at Brunswick. He believed 
that by the use of proper means, two thirds of the 
colored men could be induced to vote with the 
temperance people. 

Rev. J. W. Burke said that many of the colored 
people were used by the enemies of the temper- 
ance cause, It is the boast of the whisky menthat 
they can and will control the colored vote. It 
weuld be an easy matter.for the temperance p2o- 
Tie to get the white vote, but to secure that of the 
colored people, temperance workers must go 
smong them and show them their duty. If the 
tem perance people could control the colored vote 
they could carry Bibb county to-morrow. 

Mr. R. C. Sanders said that the whisky men in 
Pulaski county claimed the colored yote, but that 
the organization of a lodge of colored Good Temp 
Jars had already decreased the sale of liquor, and 
would result in ;its complete overthrow in that 
county. 

Colonel John FE, Bryant delivered a telling 
epeech. He had had experience in working with 
the colored people. There were serious difflicul- 
ties in the way of uniting them in the temperance 
question, The English Grand Lodge of Good Temp- 
lars had pc ted charters to colored lodges and had 
estranged the colored temperance workers from 
the whites. This difficulty must be surmounted. 
He advocated the creationjofta dual grand lodge,one 
part of which should have contro! of the*colored 
jodges. Such a course, he believed, would result 
in securing the colored vote in spite of all the 
whisky men may do. He also saggested mass 
meetings among the colored people. 

The special committee on temperance education 
in the public schools offered the following resolu- 
tions, which were adopted: 

“Resolved, By the grand lodge of Good Templars 
of Georgia assembled in public session with the 
citizens of Macon, That it is a matter of vital im- 
portance to the eause of temperance that the 
children be taught the evil eflects of intoxicating: 
liquors, and to that end we urge the necessity for 
the introduction into the schools of proper text 
books to accomplish that result.”’ 

Immediately following the adoption “of these 
rerolutioes, Mr, W.G. Solomon offered the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutions, which were 
ubepimously. adupted by a rising vote: 

“In the Javguere of the eminent Episcopal 
Bishop of Georgia: ‘The fires of intemperance 
— soon die out if we could only save the chil- 

ren. 

“astothe duty of saving children from the 
terrible curse of intoxicating drink there is no 
diflerenee of opinion. 

“The liquor sellers want no liquor buyers in 
their own families. They want their children 
tem perate. 

‘*Many states of the union, including the great 
states of New York and Pennsylvania, have re- 
cently passed a law requiring the true chemistry 
of intoxicants to be taughtin the public schools. 

“The ‘Woman’s Christian Temperance union of 
Georgia’ has presented to the ‘general assembly 
the same wiee and salutary measure. 

“As Elizebeth Cleveland recently wrote: ‘The 
cry Of woman’s heart is more powerful than the 
arguments of men.’ 

“The petition tor this measureis the voice of 
the els of our land, weeping for children that 
bave been lost, and pleading for those who are 
at and for the generations yet unborn. 

“In the name of humanity and morality, not to 
say religion, will not true men heed the behest of 
the mothers of our state? 

“To doubt it, would be te condemn. 

**Be it, therefore, resolved, by the grand lodge of 
Good Templars of the state of te that we re- 
epecifully urge the general assembly to pass the 
bill providing for education in the public schools 
on alcohol and hygiene; and the citizens of Ma-

No Visible Effect on Trade, and Peace and 
Order Prevail, 

ATHENS, Ga., July 30.—[Special.}—The Banner- 

Watchman of tomorrow morning will say con- 

cerning the effect of prohibition in Clarke county: 


After a three weeks’ test of prohibition in 
Athens, we are authorized in pronounciog it a 
complete success, and the predictions of “lost 
trace,’’ “evading the law,’’ and other arguments 
used by its enemies are refuted. On the other 
band, the same people who visited Athens and 
treded bere before are still doing so, and the only 
resnits noticed are that money heretofore 
spent for whisky now goes into legitimate mer 
chandis> Only this week a countryman who 
pever came to Atnens without getting?;"‘blind 
drunk,’’ visited the city and not only returned 
home sober but Le carried back with him a bua- 
dle of little presents for his family, pought at one 
of the ten cent stores. Had barrooms been in ex: 
istepce this money would have gone for drink 
that would bave done neither himself or family 
any geod. One of our largest merchants telis 
us that he has sold more goods this month, and 
meade more clear money, than ever before, and he 
leys & great deal of itto prohibition. The peace 
and order of Athens is up leled. Not au arrest 
bas been made by the police since the bar rooms 
closed, end the police and court officers have 
nothing to do but stand around. Everybody 
seems contented, happy; prosperous and in a good 
bumor, That band of negro vagrants, who biock- 

the streets and spent their time playing bil- 
liards and drinking beh nef have dispe and 
either gone to work or sought another loafing place. 
While certain parties continue to send off for 
liquor and drink it, we do not believe 
there is one tenth as much used in Athens as be- 


once were arraigned before mayor. Now that 
the tem ptation is removed they are sober and bid 
fair to grow into good citizens. Any man who 
doubts the good effects of prohibition, who will 
visit Athens, will be converted.

DEMAND FOR ATHENS COTTON, 


Pronounced by the Millis Superior to Any 
Ginned., 

ATHENS, Ga., July. 30.—|Special.J—An Athens 
cotton buyer says thereis a great demand at the 
mills in the north and even in Europe for cotton 
raised in northeast Georgia. The Wotton is picked 
end ginned cleaner than the cotton in south Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Mississippi, He says this isone 
reason that Athens buyers can pay as much for 
cotton as Augustasnd Atlanta. The stains are in 
great demand at the northern mills on account of 
their quality and staple. The stained cotton in 
other parts ofthe country is uearly worthless on 
accoulut of being full of dirt and sand. 

The Valuation of Hancock County, 

FPARTA, Ga., July 30.—[Special. ]}—Mr. Wm. Buck- 
ner, the receiver of tax returns for Hancock cgun- 
ty, has finished making out his tax digests, and 
he sends one up to Atlanta today, The books 
show the taxable property of the county for this 
year to be $2,640,708, and this includes only the 
Cefaulter’s single tax. The digest of 1383 showed 
the property of that year to be $2,308,125, The di- 
gest of 1884 was made out so inaccurately that no 
correct statement for that year can be had. Thus 
we ree an increase for 1855 over 1883 of $332,585, 
and besides this there isasimiiar increaseof 488 
polls, All this is greatly to the credit of our new 
tax receiver, who being a thorough business man, 
attends to everything to which he turns his atten.

One 
farmer in Marion county says he has seen a cater- 
pila. This is about the full extent of the rumors.

When she got to the lime sink she saw an alligator 
after a goose in the water, and just as the goose 
reached the bank of the shore, the alligator caught 
the goose by the tail and the heroic woman caught 
the goose by the neck and jerked her out of the 
alligator’s mouth.

A TYaik WithDr H. B, Uariton on Ke-estab- 
lishing the Geological Barean, 
Atthe present session of the legislature a 
very etrong effort will be made to revive the 
geological bureau. A memorial has been sent 
to the general assembly from the State Agri- 
cultural society asking that the geological sur- 
vey be begun again and be carried 
forward to com pletion. This me- 
morial has been placed in the 
bands of Senator Davidson, and. it is under- 
stood that he will draft a resolution and pre- 
scntit, asking for the renewal of the ap pro- 
priation provided in the original bill. As is 
generally known, the survey was never com- 
pleted, and although about fifty thousand 
dollars wes expended, the results have never 
‘been publiched, and for all the good that the 
state has derived trom the exponditure the 
money might as well have been shoved into a 
rat hole. A great quantity of valuable intor- 
metion in the shape of 
MANUSCRIPTS AND MAPS : 
is now stored away in the capitol. It is 
thought that an appropriation of tex thousand 
dollars a year for five years will complete tho 
survey and publish the results. The geologi- 
eal bureau was never abolished, but died sev- 
eral years ago fer the lack of funds, the legis- 
lature baving refusei to continue 
the appropriation of ten _thou- 
pal dollars 4 year which it 
rece. ved from the time it was created to the 
time it was cut off. Dr. H. H. Carlton, o! 
Athens, now gece of the senate, was the 
originator of the bureau and is very warmly 
in favor of the proposition to call it imto exis- 
tence again.

THE CHARTER OF ST. MAYS. 
Member From Camden latroduces a 
Bilito Charuge the Existing Law, 

Hon. A. Wilson, the colored member trem 
Camden, has introduceda bill to take from 
the governor the power to appoint the mayor 
end council of St. Marys, and to put that 
power in the hands of the voters. 

Of his bill-he said to a Constitution reporter 
vesterday : 

St. Mary the county site of Camden 
county. Itis situated on St, Marys river, on 
the line of Georgia and Florida. lt has over 
four bundred inbabilants. Prior to 15/70, the 
qualified voters elected their mayor and al- 
dermen, In 1875 an act was passed by the 
Jegislature, authorizing the governor to ap- 
point the mayorand council of St. Marys 
The people realize that their choice to that po- 
sition oould be more fully expressed by the 
ballot. In 1880, a large number of 
citizens signed f petition, asking 
the general assembly to repeal the act, but for 
the want of time and proper notice the bill 
tailed to become,a law. The petition was 
signed by white and colored citizens. They 
are very anxious to have an opportunity to 
elect their mayor and aldermen. As their 
representative in the general assembly, have 
been urged to introduce a bill to repeal the 
existing law and give them the right to make 
their choice by ballot.

THE GEORGIA MIDLAND ROAD. 

The next thing Atlanta must address her- 
self to is the Georgia Midland road. 

In addressing ourselves to this subject we 
may accept as settled, that Columbus is 
going to get an outlet independent of the 
Central road. She has already raised enough 
money to secure the building of the road 
fifty-three miles to Griffin. Beyond Griflia 
are Madison and Athens certainly, and the 
Richmond and Danville road more or less 
certainly, anxious to continue the roid to 
a connection with the Richmond nd 
Danville system. If Columbus were ! © to 
her own resources as faras Atlanta is © a- 
cerned, sbe would still build the prop sed 
road between Columbus and Griffin. 

But it is within Atlanta’s power to have 
the road from Columbus built straight to 
Atlanta. The $150,000 that Columbus has 
raised is a sufficient margin to carry the road 
to Griffin, and if nothing is added to this 
subscription the road will go to Griffin, If 
Atlanta and the counties along the direct 
line from Columbus to Atlanta will sub- 
scribe $100,000 to $150,000, the proposed road 
will not defiect to Griffin and stop there, but 
will be built straight to Atlanta, a distance 
of 103 miles. 

There js no doubt that the Columbus peo- 
ple prefer to come to Atlanta, for they will 
meet here a half dozen competitive lines, all 
fighting for their business, But they have 
exhausted their resources in raising enough 
money to carry the road as far as Griffin. 
Atlanta and the counties along the line must 
be relied on to subscribe what is needed to 
bring it the rest of the way. Mr. Ganby 
Jordan states most positively that with 
$500,000 of. good subscriptions three compa- 
nies stand ready to build the road from Co- 
lumbus to Atlanta within two years. Co- 
lumbus has raised half of the amount. The 
balance must be raised in Atlanta and the 
country between. 

Atlanta cannot afford to miss this oppor- 
tunity. Shecannot afford to miss getting 
this road, and she can illy afford to see ‘it 
fisnk her. We simply throw out these sug- 
gestions that they may be thought over until 
the time comes for action.

RIGHT OF APPEAL BY RAILROADS. 

We think the legislature can remove much 
of the friction between the railroads and the 
railrord commissioners by giving the right of 
appeal from the decisions of the commission- 
ers. Wecannot understand why men, who 
claim to deal honestly and fairly, can refase 
this right. Itis granted from almost every 
court, and for almost eyery species of pro- 
perty in this state. There should always be 
some safeguard against arbitrary laws. Ino 
this instance the only safeguard which can 
serve its purpcee, is the right of appeal. The 
progress of civilization, and the perfection of 
the art of self-government, has greatly en- 
larged the right of appeal from one tribunal 
to another. 

The legisiaiure will find thatit tends to 
pr serve the judicial integrity and the uni- 
1p ity of the law. The right of appeal has 
ixver Wolked injustice to the parties litigant 
in ery tribunal in this state. It has a double 
advantege. First, It brings every legal diffi- 
culty ultimately to one tribunal, where uni- 
furmity of principle may be expected in the 
spplication of the law. Second, Itstimulates 
the exertions of subordinate judges to deal 
justly and fairly, because they know their 
preceedings will be reviewed, and hence they 
will be careful to bring them as close as they 
can to those uniform principles of law which 
they know will ultimately be administered. 
Now, the kt gisiature of Georgia has passed a 
bil) creating a commission in which they put 
extraordinary powers in the hands of three 
men to administer. The right of thejlegisla- 
ture to do this is unquestioned. The neces- 
sity of the lawjis unquestioned. Bat is it 
right to cay {the bolders of this property in 
Georgia tbat so fer as al] your rights are con- 
cerned under the railroad commission bill, 
that you must teke the decision of these 
three men as ultimate and fisal on all quss- 
tions which we have conferred on them the 
power to decide, and at the same time grant 


case, from ore court to another, when the 
s0m involved may not exceed five dollars? 

There is simply noanswer tobe made to 
this question. The only answer we have 
heard offered on the subjectis, thatif this 
right of appeal is given, that the railroads 
will defeat the object of the bill by keeping 
the decisions of the commission eternally in 
the courts. 

This nonsensical objection can be easily re- 
moved by simply letting the decision of the 
commissioners remain as the law of the case 
until reversed by a higher tribunal. Weare 
satisfied that the legislature, when they in- 
vestigate this subject, will grant the right of 
appeal to all parties from the decisions of the 
railroad commissioners. The’commissioners 
themselves could not object to having their 
decisions reviewed by the courts. 


THE RACE QUESTION IN THE SOUIH. 

The St. Louis Republican claims to be 
aware of an irrepressible conflict between the 
two races of the south, and about oncea week 
it turns the specter around and presents it in 
a different light without, however, changing 
its essential features. Lest we do our con- 
temporary injustice we present its latest ut- 
terance on the subject. Referring to the 
massacre at Yazoo City and the election en- 
counter at Danville, it says: ' 

These bloody collisions, in which the blacks are 
invariably worsted, are never followed by their re- 
moval trom the scene of their defeat. They re- 
maip on the spot and patiently abide their time— 
the time when the white man’s acres shall fall un- 
tothem. They do not emigrate to new and unset- 
tied regions like the whites. The only considerable 
movement among them is from the thin hill e6un- 
try to the fat, rich, ievel districts were the Soil is 
rich and productive end living is easy, and where 
their thick skin and — habits give them a 
decided advantage over their white antagonist in 
resisting malarial influences. They are drifting 
to the bottom lands of the lower Mississippi aud 
its sfiiuents, to the low bayou districts of Louisi- 
auaand tothe warm, moist coast and island re- 
gions of the southeast. It is in these localities, 
where they already outnumber the whites, that 
the cullisions between the twe races occur—and 
the fact bas a simple though terrible explanation. 
Without knowing it they are instinctively seeking 
the inevyitabie battle grounds and pushing the 
whites from the coveted positions. The white race 
bnows this, or atleast feels it, and every year its 
footing in these districts becomes more diflicalt 
and precarious, and its attitude more strained and 
tense. In those localities where the blacks out- 
number the whites—and invariably these locali- 
ties are where the richest lands are found—the at- 
titude of the whites is one of perpetual vigilance, 
with an areenal of weapons within reach, in pre- 
paration for the constantly apprehended negro 
uprising. It may be asked why do not the whites 
abandon a region where life is maintained at so 
pape and harrassinpg a tension, and seek new 

omes in regions unafflicted with this hard neces- 
sity. The answer is thatthis is going on to a cer- 
tain extent, andit constantly increases the dis- 
proportion of blacks to whites. But the landsare 
owned by the whites, and they will not surrender 
them without reluctance—perhaps witnout & 
struggle—and so the silent contest goes on, di- 
versified at times by overt battles, in which the 
white man imagines he is always victor, but in 
which he real)y loses ground. 


We simply demand the proof. Fortunate- 
ly the question is one, not of speculation or 
philosopby, but of fact—cold, solid ascertain- 
able facts. 

We deny, in the first place, that the blacks 
of the upcountry are moving towards the low 
country. The Republican asserts there is ‘‘a 
considerable movement” of thisnature. We 
wholly deny the statement. We are pre- 
pared to name two negroes who have come 
to the hill country of this state from the low 
country, where one can be named who has 
joined tbe alleged movement that the Repub- 
lican hes evoked fiom a very lively imagina- 
tion. A 

We next deny that the whites of the low 
districts are seeking new homes in any larger 
proportion than are the whites of western 
North Carolina or East Tennessee. The 
whites ‘‘of the warm, moist coast and island 
regions’ of Georgia were greatly crippled and 
broken up by the fortunes of war, but they 
bave regained their feet and are holding their 
own as well as the whites of the middle er the 
upper section of the state. Such counties as 
Thomas and Lowndes on the Florida line, 
end Screven and Liberty of the coast district, 
contain more white men than they did before 
the wer, andin none of these counties has 
there been a disproportionate increase of 
blacks. Any movement of the biacks to- 
wards the low country, or aby desire on their 
part for such a change, is simp!y bosh. It 
springs, undoubtedly, from some popular 
conceptions of the negro, and it is very prob- 
able the writer of the article in question 
never studi:d the American negro outside of 
the Jevees of his adopted city. He certainly 
does not understand the Georgia negro, or 
Georgia movements of population, 

But we need not indulge in speculations 
over this subject. The assertions of our con- 
temporary are witbion the range of the cen- 
sus. The plain issue isthis: Is the percent- 
sge of increase of the black population in 
the low districis larger than that of the white 
population? This form of the proposition 
gives the Republican every possible advyant- 
age, and we only ask tbat the test shall be 
applied toa large orentire district, and not 
toaemall locality. Let us then have the 
figures. We call forthe proof. If the Re- 
publican can sustain its statements by figures 
from the census, we stand convinced, If it 
cannot, it should frankly withdraw its gen- 
eral statements, ard let the truth come in, 
Instead of speculation, let us have tigures; 
instead of sweeping asseriions, positive and 
officially ascertaiu<d facts. 

The republican is a democratic paper, pub- 

lished in an old slave state, aud its statements 
as to the status of the race question are wide- 
ly accepted on this account. The south is 
thus injured in the house of iis friends. The 
Anglo-Saxon supremacy, whic is elsewhere 
unquestioned, is surrendered without a word 
of explanation or defense. The Republican 
owes it to the south and to the cause of truth 
to either prove its statements from the cen- 
sus tables, or else admit its errors. If the 
proof cannot be furnished, a frank 
confession will be good, not only for 
the soul of the man who pens it, but for the 
welfare and good name of the section that he 
lives in; for Missouri, it should not be for- 
ten, bas a Jarge black population and leagues 
of malarious, low lying, chi!l-and-fever ter- 
ritory. ”

As THE reports of the death of El Mahdi have 
not been contradicted, it is probable that the Boss 
of the Sandy Soudan has finally disappeared from 
the stage.

His 
name was Mohammed Ahmed. He was the son 
of a boat builder of Dongola, and was born about 
forty-five yearsago. Atthe ageof fifteen he ran 
away from the carpenter to whom he was appren- 
ticed and joined a famous dervish, from whom 
he learned the Koran and theartof working! on 
the confidence of the faithful. He felt that a great 
career was in store for him, and to prepare for it, 
went to live asa hermit, at the age of twenty-five, 
in acave on the island of Apa, inthe Nile. Here 
he remained fifteen years. At the age of forty he 
was the most noted dervish ofthat region. At 
this time he revealed himself to his followers as 
the promised Prophet, and rallied the wild 
tribes ofthe desert to his standard ia a 
holy war. In August,188l,he destroyed 200 troops 
sent sgainst him by the Egyptian governor of 
Kbartoum. After minor victories,came the mem- 
orable engagement at El Teb with the khedive’s 
Own army, led by Hicks Pasha, with the destruc- 
tion of every soul, including Hicks and the brave 
Edmond O’Donovan. The struggles of the Arab 
cohorts under E] Mahdi and his French soun-in- 
law Vinet or Osman Digna,with the British undec 
Wolseley, were the burden of newspaper columns 
for many recent months. The cessation of the 
work of “smashing the mahdi’’ left the mahdi 
master of the Nubia and a menace to Egypt.

He should spir- 
itualize his griffins. 


Pardon a scrap of history, warranted to~-be in 
the main genuine: Along time ago the civilized 
world was overrun with the architecture of the 
Visigoths, but after awhile the nations of Europe 
became weary of the monotony, and each pro: 
ceeded to have an architecture of its own. This 
was two hundred years ago or more. Varied and 
beautiful as buildings were then constructed, the 
heart of man would not be content, and at the 
beginning of the present century strict 
adherance to Greeco Roman forms  be- 
came the fashion. But classic forms 
when applied to domestic architecture are chiefly 
hideous unless the constructor can command a 
mint of money; and so within our day severe 
classicism bas been expelled and the architecture 
of two hundred years ago adopted. And this is 
the reason why Peachtree street, being a street of 
this generation, is becoming a street of towers and 
gables, and odd but pleasing forms.

THE REV. MR‘'GLENN REPLI, 


Holiness ard its Connection With the 
Methodist Church. 

The following communication from Rev. W. F. 
Glenn will be read with interest; it formsan ap- 
propriate conclusion to the series of articles here- 
tofore published, and as the discussion is gradual- 
ly drifting into a controversy it is better that the 
matter should end at this stage of the proceedings: 

Eprrors Constirvution—I do not § intend 
that your columns should be bur- 
dened with a controversy. The lengthy 
article on ‘“santification’” in your paper 
of yesterday, needarno extended reply from me, 
The author argues at length to show that the doc- 
trines, ‘‘holiness,”’ “sanctification,’’ ‘‘perfction,’’ 
etc., are doctrines of the Methodist church, This 
is not only what we all admit, but what we most 
emphatically claim and all preach. He mixes his 
teams, gets lostin his theology, and comes out, 
like all the reat, on ourside. But the controversy 


is pot thereat all, but on the necessity for the 
“second blessing,’’ and their bold assumptions 
that they are the only teachers of the doctrizes of 
the church on there points. 

I repeat that the church holds that when a 
man regenerated he is made pure and holy, 
cleansed from all sin. As Mr. Wesley, in ser- 
mon 45, puts it, “he is created anew 
Christ Jesus’ “renewed in*the image of God in 
righteousness and true holidess,”’ in a word “‘tura- 
ed into the mind that was in Christ Jesus."’ Mr. 
Wesley could not have made it stronger and more 
scriptural. The man is then to go on to perfec- 
tion. Pertection in religion isa progressive state, 
just as perfection in the growth ofa child or in 
the advancement of a pupil fin school. He is 
to add to regenerating faith the Christian 
graces; virtue and more virtue, knowledge and 
more kuowledge, etc. long as 
he does this he retains his 
holiness, and fs attaining and going onto perfec- 
tion, reaching the perfection of today by the use 
of daily bread, and then onto the perfection of 
tomorrow. This is one doctrine—two, perhaps, if 
any attain to it. Paul counted not himsel! to have 
cdoneso. But this is the ideal to which we work. 

As to what the second biessing brethren teach is 
bard to define, because, as I int: mated, they have 
nearly as many creeds as they have follow- 
ers, and hence the facility with which they 
deny your statements aboutthem. This is clear 
toall Yet, as faras we can understand them, 
they teach that a man must be regenerated or, as 
they seem to prefer to say, converted, and they 
must bave a second blessing to remove ‘‘Adam’s 
sin,’’ or ‘inbred sin,’’ or ‘the roots ofsin.”’ For 
this, we hold, there is no teaching in the wordof 
God; and His word is our court of appeals always. 

As to Brother ‘‘E’s’’ figures in regard to the 
growth of thechurch inthe Gainesville district 
and other places last year, I say first, he quotes 
only a part of my statement, and hence his reply 
would deserye no further notice. Bat I say fur- 
ther, that his figures are only in accord with my 
statement, that because of this organization and 
because these brethren’s methods are novel and 
exciting, they impress certain classes wonderfully 
at first, ana then comes the reaction. Besides, he 
could have had quite different figures from 
other laces in other years and  iast 
year and this. The record of our preachers 
in the long run willknot suffer. The provero is, 
“Figures do notlie,.’’ and yet weall know that 
they do not always tell all of the truth, and some: 
times they te!) more than the troth Isay, too, 
that I bave {scts and figures to substantiate what 
I have said on this and other points, and am off- 
ered more, You ask, why not give them? I 
answer, because I do not like contention; I prefer 
rather to suffer reproach foraseason than to 
instrumental in castivg reproach upon a brother, 
Iam ready to spesk for my church when neces- 
sary, but above all I try to maintain my Christian 
spirit. The information which I gave, I gave in 
response to THE CONSTITUTION’S inquiries, and, as 
it claimed, for the benefit of those who needed it, 
and I gave it in as mild. Christian spirit as I knew. 

In regard to my giatement that there had been 
about fifty conversions in Athens, I made it on the 
authority of three men, one of whom had just been 
there. ut, suppore that the ifference 
is oply a difference in the mode of estimating 
conversions For instance, there have been about 
a thousand members added tothe church in At- 
lanta this year. Some count that many conver- 
sions, while others estimate that 
there have been from three tofourthousand We 
have had a large addition to the First Methodist 
church. Wecount tbat many conversions, and 
yet there is reason to believe there have been two 
4 - ree times as Many, amounting to several hun- 

red. 

Now, Mersrs. Editors, I have saigall that I expect 
to say on thissubject. What I have said has been 
after repeated requests, not only from your paper 
but from ministers and laymen, and use, as | 
bave been repeatedly assured, it was felt by thou- 
sands to be due to the-church we represent. 
will not be drawn into any further controvery on 
this subject. The doctrine of holiness is the doc- 
trine of eur church and all churches.

THE ROSES BLOOM AGAIN 


THE ALLEGED PAY-TRAIN STBAL- 
ERS ON TRIAL 


——— 


The Preliminary Bxamination Com menced—The 
Attorneys Open and End the Fight—fne 
Prosecution Shows Half its Hand Ooly 
~ Mr. Groser Identifies Rose’s Voice. 


The preliminary trial of Charley Rose, 
George Rose, J. A. Noland and Dave Hart 
was begun yesterday morning. 


The investigation wil] probably be com- 
pleted this morning. | 


The trial was conducted in the Falton 
superior court room, and during the entire 
day alarge audience was present, eagerly 
watching and listening to the case as it pro- 
gressed step by step, sometimes tedious and 
slow, at others rapid and extremely inter- 
esting. 

Justice Wm. M. Butt, of the 1026 district, 
presided. | 


The trial was booked for 8:30 o’clock but it 


wes @ half hour later when the case began. At 
nine o’clock the four prisoners marched into 
the courtroom. Charley Rose was in the lead. 
He was closely followed by George Rose. 
Then came Nolend and Hart while Jule Wyly 
brought up the rear. Asthe prisoners entered 
the court room every eye was upon them. The 
Rore boys, and especially Charley, came in 
for the biggest part of the gaze. In fact, No. 
land, Hart and Wyly attracted but little at- 
tention, so anxious was the crowd to see 
_ THE CELEBRATED ROSE. 

The prisoners entered the courtroom from 
the rear stairway, and walking around in front 
of the judge’s stand seated themselves near 
their attorneys. As Charlie Rose walked 
through the crowd he looked about calmly, 
with a pleasant smile on his face. He recog 
nized several friends in the crowded court- 
room and bowed tothem. He did not present 
the sppearance of aman who had stolen a pay 
csr. Neither could a stranger have suspected 
ibe. dark suspicion which bas clouded his 
life for a year past. He was dressed in alight 
suit. His bair was combed down over his 
forehead and was yet damp from the water 
into which he soused it soon after he arose. His 
face was cleanly shaved except for the short, 
derk mustache. No collar relieved the ex- 
treme length of his neck. 

THEY TAKE IT DIFFERENTLY. 

The manner in which the prisoners accept- 
ed their situation was very different. Charley 
took it as a matter of no concern. His brother 
appeared somewhat uneasy.His face was flush- 
ed and his step anything but steady. Noland 
appeared despondent, and the look he cast 
ebout him wes one of defiance, in which there 
was no invitation tothe crowd for their sym- 
pathy. Hart, the negro, bung his head as he 
walked through thecourt room. Wyly was 
apparently nervous, and watched with great 
in terest everything that transpired. 

The two Roses dropped into chairs side by 
side, just behind their attorney, Mr. Jordan, 
who occupied a seat near the jury box. Mr. 
Miller, who married their sister, sat on Char- 
ley’s right, and near Mr. Jordan, too, while a 
brother, the eldest of the Rose boys, sat im- 
mediately behind them. Noland and Hart 
occupied chairs in the other side of the court- 
room beside their attorney, Mr. Ladsden. 
Wyly sat about half way between the two 
parties. 

Mr. Jordan opened the engagement by ask- 
ing that each defendant be given a separate 
trial. There were only two warrants. One 
wes issued by Justice Tanner for Charley Rose, 
George Rose, J. A. Noland and David Hart, 
in which they were charged with 

STEALING THE AIR-LINE PaY CAR. 

This warrant was issued upon the oath of De- 
tective Mercer. The other was issued by 
Judge Butt, upon the oath of Detective Poole, 
and charged Jule Wyly with the same offense. 
in asking for a severance Mr. Jordan claimed 
that there was no evidence connecting his 
clients with the other prisoners. 

Mr. Glenn, representing the prosecution, 
objected to the severance, saying that he 
would be able to connect the prisoners. 

Both the attorneys produced and read from 
their authorities. Judge Butt decided that the 
Roses, Noland and Hart could be coupled in 
the investigation, and that Wyly might have 
a separate examination. Mr. Jordon accepted 
the decision with good grace and 
announced himself ready. The witnesses for 
the prosecution were cailed and sworn and 
instructed to retire. Then the witnesses for 
the defense were treated likewise. In all 
about twenty witnesses were sworn. 

A. 5. Groser, the paymaster of the Air- Line 
road, wasthe first witness introduced. As 
Mr. Groser went into the witness box he was 
carefully and closely scanned from head to 
foot by everybody in the court. He was 
attired in a neat, dark, close fitting walking 
suit, and met the scrutiny calmly. Mr. 
Groser began by stating his business, and

told his experience onthe night the pay car 
was stolen. His story was listened to with 
great attention. It wasexactly thesame as 
Tue Constitution printed on the day follow- 
ing the stealing of the car.

“You say that you recognized the voice of 
one of the men?”’

After his arrest 
he wes shown the note, and his 
confusion, stammering and trembling all 
added to the circumstances against him. The 
custodian of the note has kept it quiet in order 
that he might work his case to 2 successful 
conclusion.

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GEORGIA’S MONEY 


TO BE COUNTED BY A LBGISLA- 
TIVE COMMITTSBE. 


Aa Important Question Before the Legisiature— 
Provision to be Made for the State’s Finances 
for Two Years to Come—The Low Bate 
of Taxation—A Specific Tax -Bte. 


Today a joint sub committee from the 
finance committees of the senate and house of 
representatives will begin an examination 
into the condition of the state treasury. Their 
report is expected to farnish an accurate 
account of the public finances, and to 


suggest what legislation is advisable to enable 
the state to meet its necessary current 
expenses for the present and the next fiscal 
year. 

As this is one of the big questions before the 
legislature the action of tne joint finance com- 
mittee is being awaited wi:h great interest. 
The history of Georgia’s finances for the past 
ten years reveals a remarkable 

_ Of prosperity as evidenced in 

increase of taxable property, and 
also shows stringent economy in the manage- 
ment end application ot the public funds. In 
few etates of the union is the rate of taxation 
80 low. It was in 1878 five mills, while nearly 
all of the southern states were laying a much 
higherrate. Atthat timearapid reduction 
was begun and every year the tax rate was 
reduced. 

By 1582 it had fallen as low as three mills. 
When the legislature went to its work in the 
fall of that year the finance committee of the 
house felt justified in recommending a still 
further reduction of one half of one mill, mak- 
ing the levy only 2}4 mills. This brought it 
down 

REMARKABLY Low, 

but the rapidly increasing value of the prop- 
erty in the state, which was then rising at the 
rate of about $20,000,000 annually, appeared to 
justify the opinion that the lower rate would 
raise all the revenues needed for the support of 
the government. Another consideration which 
induced the decrease was the fact that $750,000 
would soon be paid to the state as part of the 
purchese money of the Macon and Brunswick 
railroad. . 

It was supposed that this amount would be 
applied to the peyment of the interest on the 
state’s securitics and thus surely tide it over 
any possible falling off which might result to 
the revenues in the first two or three years of 
the application of the reduced tax rate. 

The legisjature met again in the summer of 
1883, and wasin session nearly three months. 
At that session there were several large ap- 
propriations made. About $90,000 was given 
to the building fund of the lunatic asylum, 
besides the reguiar sum for its maintenance. 

The act allowing maimed confederate sol- 
diers artificial limbs or their value once every 
five years Was soamended as to make the 
term three years instead of five. This entails 
an additional expense of about $60,000. 

The appropriation to the North Georgia 
Agricultural college was $20,000, and $3,000 
extra was appropriated to the state univer- 


-* 
t was at this session that 
THE CAPITAL BILL 
was passed. The expendi:ures under the bill 
for plans, etc.,were $47,000 the first year. 

Thus a large amountof unusual appropria- 
tions had tocome of the state’s income for 
1884. 

When the $750,000 was received trom the 
purchasers of the Macon and Brunswick. rail- 
road, Governor McDaniel applied the entire 
amount to the reduction of the principal of 
the state’s debt, and notto the payment of 
the interest. This removed a fund on which 
some of the advocates of reduced taxation had 
depended as a prospective part of the state’s 
resources for the year 1884. This com- 
bination of circumstances caused a 
deficit in the revenue of last 
year of about $137,000. The governor is au- 
thorized to negotiate temporary loans to the 
state which shall not exceed $200,000 or be 
borrowed for more than one year. Last year 
be borrowed under this authority $150,000 
which has recently been paid. There is a 
question now as to the sufficiency of the 
jurds op band to run the government until 
the taxes for the present yearcome in. In 
the state treasury there is about $480,000 avail- 
able. In addition tothis there is the check for 
$172,000 deposited as security by the pur- 
chasers of the recent issue of 4} percent 
bonds, which is considered as subject to the 
use of the state. 

In the opinion of some legislators there will 
be enough money thus supplied to carrv the 
state through until the revenues of 1855 are 
collected, but all admit that some provision is 
needed for 1586. There will not be another 
session of the legislature until November, 1886, 
and provision must be made at the 
prerent session for the fiscal year of 1886-7.

workjon the capitol. Iam confiden that a- 
bill authorizing aspecific tax for the capitol 
will be passed. It will lay a tax so light 
that no one would feeland it appears to be 
the simplest wey to raise the money which we 
ere obliged to have. I have heard from a 
great many pyembers of the legislature ex- 
pressions of approval of such a policy, 
and 1] have not heard any objection 
to it. We will know more about the matter 
and be better prepared to act upon it when 
the finance committee gives us a statement of 
the condition of the treasury.” The subd- 
committee will go to workjtoday. It will make 
a report in a few days to the finance committees 
of the senate end house who will lay the re- 
port before the two houses.
